AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  Phihidelphia,  Norristown  and  Phoenixville 
Raih'oad  Company  to  occupy  a  portion  of  High  street,  Avest 
of  Green  street,  Manayunk,  in  tlie  Twenty-first  Ward  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  raih-oad  purposes,  and  to  cross 
certain  streets  in  said  ward. 

Whereas,  The  Phihidelphia,  Norristown  and  Phoenixville 
Kailroad  Company  have,  by  and  under  authority  of  law,  lo- 
cated, and  are  about  constructing,  a  line  of  railroad  along  and 
by  way  of  the  west  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  desire  to 
occupy  a  portion  of  High  street  at  Manayunk,  and  to  cross 
certain  streets  in  the  said  ward  of  the  city,  which  location  is 
deemed  advantageous  to  the  best  interests  of  that  portion  of  the 
city,  therefore  . 

Section  1.  Tlu'  Select  and  Common  Couneils  of  the  City 
of  PliUadclpliut  do  ordain^  That  the  Philadelphia,  Norristown 
and  Phoenixville  Kailroad  Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  au- 
thorized to  construct  and  operate  a  double-track  railroad  along 
and  upon  High  street,  from  a  point  near  Green  street  Avest- 
Avardly  to  Leverington  street,  tn'ossing  by  overhead  bridges. 
Main,  Green,  Leverington,  Washington  and  Barker  streets, 
and  Domino  lane,  in  the  I'wcntj^-first  Ward  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Board  of  Surveyors  be  authorized  to 
change  the  lines  and  grades  of  Washington  street,  from  a  })oint 
twelve  hundred  feet  east  of  dlreen  Tree  avenue  to  Port  Koyal 
avenue,  and  so  adjusit  the  grades  of  streets  crossed  or  to  be 
occupied  by  said  railroad  as  may  be  required  for  the  construe- 


tion  of  overhead  bridgos  :  Provided.  That  all  expenses  for  the 
work  necessary  in  ])i-eparino;  ])lans  for  said  changes  shall  be 
borne  by  said  company. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  said  Pliihidelpliia,  Norristown  and  Phoe- 
nixviUe  Railroad  Company  sliall  agree  to  save  tlie  City  of 
Pliihvdel])hia  harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  city  may  l)e  liable 
therefor,  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  whatever  that  may 
grow  out  of  the  establishment  and  use  of  said  railroad,  or  that 
may  grow"  out  of  the  alterations  of  lines  or  grades  of  streets  as 
herein  authorized.

Supplementary  to  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
regulate  the  reception  of  bids  and  the  awarding  of  contracts," 
approved  December  26,  1882. 

The  Select  and  Common  Conneih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  any  advertisement  for  sta- 
tionery, paper,  printing,  binding,  fuel,  advertising,  supplies, 
work  and  material  re(iuired  in  the  year  1883,  which  has  been 
heretofore  made  three  times  in  two  (hiily  newspapers,  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  sufficient  advertisement,  even  al- 
though the  first  advertisement  shall  not  liave  been  made  ten 
days  before  the  opening  of  proposals ;  and  the  provision  in  the 
ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  that  the  first  adver- 
tisement shall  be  at  least  ten  days  l)efore  the  opening  of  pro- 
posals, shall  only  affect  advertisements  which  shall  appear  for 
the  first  time  on  or  after  tlie  second  dav  of  Januarv,  A.  D. 
1883.  ■  •  .

Church  street,  from  Webster  street  to  Clay  street,  and  Baldwin 
street,  from  W^ood  street  to  llaniilton  street:  Protmied^  That 
the  cit}''  shall  not  be  liable  in  land  damages  by  reason  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Police  for  the 

year  1883. 

Section  1.  Tin-  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  sum  of  one  million  four 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(1,457,19'))  dollars  and  seventy-one  (71)  cents  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Police  for 
the  expenses  of  the  year  1883,  as  follows  : 

Item  1.   For  salary  of  Mayor,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  salaries  of  two  clerks,  at  one  thousand  five 
hundred  (1,500)  dollars  each  ;  one  assistant  clerk,  at  one  thou- 
sand and  eighty  (1,080)  dollars  ;  one  clerk  for  central  office, 
at  one  thousand  and  eighty  (1,080)  dollars;  and  one  clerk  to 
Chief  of  Police,  at  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars :  in  all,  six 
thousand  and  sixty  (G,OGO)  dollars.

he  approved  by  the  Coiiiniittee  on  Police,  twenty  thousand 
(20,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  the  CVmtroller  may  counter- 
sign warrants  on  this  item  to  the  ex^^ent  of  one  thousand  three 
hundred  (1,300)  dollars  for  l)ills  for  1S82. 

Item  14.  For  cleansing  station-houses,  rooms,  cells,  &c., 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  (7,H()0)  dollars. 

Item  15.  For  the  removal  of  prisoners  to  and  from  the  vari- 
ous station-houses  to  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  depot, 
American  and  Berks  streets,  and  to  and  from  such  other  places 
as  it  may  be  necessary  to  send  to,  three  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (3,750)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  proposals  shall 
be  invited  by  advertisement  in  the  newspapers  for  the  same, 
and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  :  Provided,  That 
the  amount  in  this  item  shall  not  merge  December  31,  1883, 
and  that  the  present  contract  for  vans  remain  in  force  until  the 
new  one  is  made. 

Item  16.  For  meals  and  medical  atttendance,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars. 

Item  17.  For  bedding,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  18.  For  badges,  rattles,  buttons,  maces,  and  belts  for 
officers ;  also,  for  lanterns,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500) 
dollars. 

Item  10.  For  stoves  and  heaters,  and  repairs  to  same,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars.

For  arrest  and  conviction  of  offenders,  and  for  for- 
eign telegraph  expenses  in  procuring  evidence  in  the  alleged 
violations  of  law,  and  for  the  pursuit  of  criminals  who  have 
escaped  beyond  the  limits  of  the  police  districts  of  the  city,  two 
thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

For  the  taking  up  of  goats  and  dogs,  and  killing 
the  same,  three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars. 

Item  25.  For  ice  for  station-houses  and  central  office,  one 
thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 


Item  26.  For  rent  of  statittii-houses  at  Roxborough,  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (l'")0)  dollars^ ;  and  llolnies^burg,  one  hundred 
(100)  dolhirs ;  and  lock-up  in  the  Twenty-first  District,  fifteen 
(15)  doUars;  Twenty-second  District,  three  hundred  (300)  dol- 
lars ;  and  Second  District,  forty  (40)  dollars  per  month,  three 
hundred  and  sixty  (3(30)  dollars — in  all  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-five  (925)  dolhirs.

For  relief  of  police  officers  disabled  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duty,  the  same  to  be  paid  on  a  physician's  cer- 
tificate, countersigned  by  the  lieutenant  of  the  district,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  34.  For  furnishino;  each  station-house  Avith  a  hand  am- 
bulance  of  improved  pattern,  same  as  in  use  at  the  Union  street 
station-house,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  35.  For  the  purchase  of  lanterns,  lopes,  and  axes,  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  36.  For  the  building  of  a  jjolice  station-house  at  Frank- 
ford,  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dol- 
lars. 

Item  37.  For  telephone  and  ambulance  services  between  the 
hospitals  and  station-houses  of  the  city,  two  thousand  (2,000) 
dollars. 

Item  38.  For  building  a  police  station-house  in  the  Second 
District,  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  (3,350)  dollars. 

Item  30.  For  lio;htin<2;  Chestnut  street  and  Delaware  avenue 
with  the  electric  light,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars :  Pro- 


vtded,  That  the  cost  of  lighting  Chcfstnut  street,  from  Decem- 
ber 5,  1882,  be  paid  for  out  of  this  iteiii,  at  the  same  rate  as 
the  cost  of  lighting  Chestnut  street  for  the  jear  1883 :  Pro- 
vided, That  two  lights  be  placed  on  Chestnut  street  bridge. 

Item  40.  For  the  keep  of  a  horse  and  carriage  for  the  Chief 
of  Police ;  also,  for  the  Fire  iNIarshal — five  hundred  (500)  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  That  the  jNIayor  of  the  city  shall  be  allowed, 
when,  in  his  judgment  it  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  to 
purchase  or  contract  bills  for  the  Police  Department,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars :  Provided  further.  The 
Controller  may  countersign  warrants  for  bills  on  Items  20, 
for  fuel,  and  33,  for  relief  of  police  officers  for  the  year  1882  ; 
and  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  tlie  Mayor  in  conformity  with 
existing  ordinances.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

The  said  additional  com- 
panies shall  be  organized  in  like  manner  as  provided  in  the 
ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  to  be  located  bv 
the  Fire  Commissioners,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Department.

That  the  sum  of  two  hun(h-e(l  and 
sixty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (265,588) 
dolhirs  and  fifty  (50)  cents  he,  and  the  same  is,  herehy  appro- 
priated to  the  Commissiohers  of  Fairniount  Park,  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  year  1883,  as  follows  :

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate   the  driving  of  horned   cattle,   sheep   and    sAvine 
through  the  streets  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  SeJert  and  Common  Council.^  of  f lie  Ciiy 
of  Pliihtdelpliin  do  ordain^  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  it  shall   not  l)e  hiwful  to  drive  horned  cattle  or 
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swine  through  the  streets  of  Philadelphia,  between  Washington 
avenue  and  Lehigh  avenue  and  the  Delaware  river  and  Fortieth 
street,  between  the  hours  of  seven  A,  M.  and  ten  P.  M.,  from 
March  first  to  November  first,  and  from  November  first  to 
March  first,  between  the  hours  of  eight  A.  M.  and  five  P.  M.  : 
Provided,  That  not  more  than  thirty  cattle  or  fifty  hogs  shall 
constitute  a  drove,  and  that  the  droves  be  kept  not  less  than 
five  hundred  feet  apart,  and  that  no  drove  shall  be  in  charge 
of  not  less  than  tAvo  persons :  And  provided,  further.  That 
nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
hinder  or  interfere  with  the  landing,  transit  to  place  of  sale, 
sale  and  delivery  to  places  designated  by  purchasers  of  im- 
ported foi-eign  animals  :  And  provided  further.  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  drive  cattle  on  Thirtieth  street  north  to  the  upper 
and  lower  decks  of  Callowhill  street  bridge,  and  on  Spring- 
Garden  street  to  Thirty-first  street,  at  all  times,  and  on  Thir- 
tieth street  to  Ludlow,  out  Ludlow  to  Thirty-second  street,  to 
Lancaster  avenue  and  IMarket  street,  and  on  either  of  the  last- 
named  streets  to  Fortieth  street,  at  any  time  in  the  day. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  drive  any  horned 
cattle,  sheep  or  swine  within  the  limits  of  this  city  at  any  hour 
on  Sunday. 

Sect.  3.  If  any  cattle  or  swine  die  or  be  injured  on  the 
highway,  the  same  must  be  removed  by  the  owner  or  persons 
in  charge  Avithin  two  hours  after  such  death  or  injury. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  found  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  being  either  the  OAvner  or  driver,  or 
both,  of  horned  cattle  or  SAvine,  shall  be  arrested  and  be  taken 
before  any  magistrate  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  and  costs,  the  same  to  be  col- 
lected in  the  usual  manner  provided  bylaw;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  police  officers  of  the  city  to  arrest  any  person 
detected  violating  this  ordinance,  and  any  officer  neglecting  his 
duty  in  this  respect  shall  bo  dismissed  from  the  force. 

Sect.  5.  And  it  shall  not  be  laAvful  to  drive  coavs  and  bulls 
together  in  one  drove,  at  anv  time  lietAveen  the  hours  of  five 
A.M.  and  eight  P.  M. 

Sect.  G.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
liereAvith  are,  and  are  intended  to  be,  hereby  repealed.  •

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  no  person  or  persons  shall  expose  for  sale  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  cattle,  hogs  or  shee}) 
which  shall  be  affected  by  disease  of  any  kind. 

Sect.  2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  sell  or  expose  for 
sale  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  meat 
which  shall  be  diseased,  or  which  shall  have  come  from  a  <le- 
ceased  animal  which  has  died  from  natural  causes. 

Sect.  3.    That  any  jjcrson   or   persons  violating   this  ordi- 
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nance,  or  any  of  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  one- 
half  of  which  shall  he  paid  to  the  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  to  he  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  penal- 
ties of  like  amount  are  now  hy  laAv  recoverable ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  markets  to  use  their  best  en- 
deavors to  prevent  the  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  pro- 
ceed against  all  violators  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  offering  for  sale  or  exchange, 
or  in  any  way  disposing  of  for  the  purpose  of  being  slaughtered, 
or  any  person  or  persons  buying  for  the  purpose  of  slaughter- 
ing, any  ewe  with  lamb  or  cow  Avith  calf,  will  be  fined  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  three  (8). 

Sect.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  offering  for  sale  for  the 
purpose  of  being  slaughtered  and  sold  in  the  markets  of  the 
city,  or  offering  for  sale  after  having  been  slaughtered,  any 
calf  less  than  three  weeks  old  and  weighing  less  than  fifty  (50) 
pounds,  shall  be  fined  as  provided  for  in  section  three  (3).

Sect.  2.  The  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Telegraph  Company 
shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thou- 
sand (50,000)  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
with  the  condition  that  it  will  not  consolidate  with  any  other 
telegraph  company  owning  a  competing  line,  or  acipiired  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  any  such  competing  line  of  telegraph  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  or  any  other  State :  J*rorided,  That 
in  case  of  such  consolidation,  mei'ger  or  sale  of  the  privileges 
herein  granted  to  said  company,  the  poles  and  wires  and  fix-

18Go :  And  providt'd  furtlter.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
shall  have  the  right  to  place  wires  on  the  poles  of  the  said  com- 
pany from  time  to  time  without  expense  to  the  city:  And  pro- 
vided furtlter.  That  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Telegraph 
Company  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  Connnonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  to  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  telegraph  lines  in  said  city  now  in  force,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  regulating  the  construction, 
maintenance,  taxation  and  license  charges  of  telegraph  lines. 

The  privileges  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  revocable 
at  any  time  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect.

and  wires  for  electrical  conductors,  in  the  streets  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  and  to  provide  for  charges  for  overground 
wires,"  approved  June  21,  1882. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  (Jommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PhiJadelphia  do  ordain^  That  all  corporations,  firms  and 
persons  to  whom  permission  has  heretofore,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  granted,  for  running  or  laying  underground  con- 
duits, tubes  or  pipes  for  electrical  conductors,  or  cables,  or 
wires,  or  all  corporations,  firms  and  persons  to  Avhoin  permis- 
sion has  heretofore,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  for  the 
erection  of  poles,  fixtures,  cables,  wires  and  conductors  in  or 
over  the  streets  or  housetops  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  general  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  That  no  street,  alley,  lane  or  road  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  broken  or  occupied  by  any  corporation, 
firm  or  person,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  conduits,  tubes 
or  pipes  for  electrical  conductors,  cables  or  wires,  unless  author- 
ity by  ordinance  be  first  ol)tained.  That  during  the  construc- 
tion or  laying  of  ^aid  underground  conduits,  tubes,  pipes, 
conductors,  cables  and  wires,  no  street,  alley,  lane  or  road  shall 
be  opened,  or  the  paving  broken  into,^for  a  gi"eater  distance 
than  five  hundred  (500)  feet  at  any  one  time,  and  that  no 
section  of  five  hundred  (500)  feet  shall  be  kept  open  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  (5)  days ;  and  said  opening  or  trench  shall 
not  be  of  a  greater  width  than  two  (2)  feet,  and  as  the  Avork 
progresses  the  paving  shall  be  promptly  relaid,  and  the  street, 
alley,  lane  or  road  put  in  good  condition. 

Sect.  3.  Prior  to  making  an  opening  in  any  street,  alley, 
lane  or  road  for  the  laying  of  conduits,  tubes,  or  pipes  for 
electrical  conductors,  cables  or  wires,  the  corporation,  firm  or 
person  desiring  to  lay  the  same  shall  make  application  in 
writing  to  the  Department  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph, and  shall  file  plans  and  specifications  with  said  Depart- 
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nient,  showing  the  location,  route  and  length  of  the  proposed 
conduits,  pipes  or  tubes,  and  on  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  to 
the  effect  that  the  route  or  routes  and  plans  and  specifications 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Police 
and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways ;  thereupon  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
the  necessary  permit,  on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  9  of  this  ordinance,  for  the  opening  of  such  street, 
alley,  lane  or  road,  as  set  forth  in  the  applications  and  plans, 
as  are  proposed  to  be  occupied.  In  addition  to  filing  the  plans 
and  specifications  as  hereinbefore  provided,  duplicates  of  the 
same  shall  also  be  filed  in  the  department  of  Highways  and 
Surveys,  and  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  applicant  to  file  such 
papers  on  the  opening  of  any  street,  alley,  lane  or  road,  with- 
out a  permit  having  been  first  obtained,  shall  forfeit  the  right 
of  any  corporation,  firm  or  person,  to  use  or  occupy  any  street, 
lane,  alley  or  road.  The  Avork  of  laying  underground  con- 
duits, tubes,  pipes,  electrical  conductors,  cables  and  wires  shall 
be  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  who  at  all 
times  shall  have  free  and  unobstructed  access  to  the  conduits, 
tubes,  pipes,  electrical  conductors  or  cables,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  the  same,  or  making  connections  therewith  for  wires 
or  conductors  in  use  or  to  be  used  by  the  city. 

Sect.  4.  That  all  corporations,  firms  or  persons  occupying 
any  street,  alley,  lane  or  road  with  underground  conduits, 
tubes,  pipes,  cables,  electrical  conductors  or  wires,  shall  be 
liable  for  all  damages  to  gas  and  water  mains,  services  and 
sewers,  connections  to  sewers,  and  also  for  any  damages 
caused  by  the  opening  of  trenches,  or  condition  of  the  streets, 
alleys,  lanes  or  roads  resulting  from  the  laying  of  the  conduits, 
tubes,  pipes,  electrical  conductors,  cables  or  wires,  or  making 
connection  for  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  would  otherwise 
be  liable ;  and  the  bond  provided  in  Section  9  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  contain  a  provision  to  that  effect. 

Sect.  5.  That  when  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  desire  to 
use  or  occupy  any  of  the  wires  or  conductors  in  any  of  the 
conduits,  tubes,  pipes  or  cables,  for  police,  fire-alarm  or  other 
municipal  purposes,  the  corporation,  firm  or  person,  to  whom 
privileges  have  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter  be  granted,  for 
the  laying  of  underground  conduits,  tubes,   pipes,  electrical 
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conductors,  cables  or  wires,  shall  furnish  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  with  one  and  not 
more  than  three  conductors  or  wires,  upon  thirty  days'  notice 
to  any  such  corporation,  firm  or  person,  free  of  any  cost  to 
said  city.  The  Superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph to  have  the  whole  and  absolute  control  of  such  electrical 
conductors  or  wires  as  he  shall  elect  to  use  for  the  purpose 
named. 

Sect.  (3.  That  all  corporations,  firms  or  persons  having  tele- 
graph, telephone,  or  electric-lighting  wires,  electrical  conduct- 
ors, or  cables  on  telegra])h  poles  belonging  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  on  any  other  poles  or  fixtures, 
or  over  housetops,  or  in  any  way  suspended  above  ground  or 
placed  under  ground,  shall,  in  writing,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  (1883), 
and  annually  thereafter,  on  or  before  the  second  ^Slonday  of 
December,  certify  under  oath  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Police  and  Fij-e  Alarm  Telegraph  the  actual  number  of  wires, 
location,  and  the  miles  of  Avire  and  electrical  conductors, 
Avhether  suspended  singly  or  in  cable,  tubes,  pipes  or  conduits, 
above  ground  or  under  ground,  owned,  leased  or  controlled  by 
them  in  the  City  of  Philadcl})liia.  Failure  to  make  such  a 
return  within  the  time  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall 
subject  the  oflfenders  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  day 
until  such  return  is  made. 

Sect.  7.  That  on  all  conductors  or  wires  suspended  above 
ground,  excepting  such  as  are  used  or  owned  l)y  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  an  annual  payment  of  five  (5)  dollars  per  mile 
or  any  part  thereof  in  length  for  conductors  for  electrical  light- 
ing purposes  for  each  and  every  Avire  or  conductor,  and  of  two 
(2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  mile  or  part  thereof  in 
length  of  Avires  or  conductors  for  each  and  every  wire  or  con- 
ductor used  or  to  be  used  for  telegraphic,  telephonic,  or  other 
purposes  ;  and  on  all  wires  or  conductors  placed  under  ground, 
excepting  such  as  are  used  or  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, an  annual  payment  of  two  (2)  dollars  and  (50)  cents  per 
mile  or  any  part  thereof  in  length  for  conductors  or  wires  for 
electrical  lighting  purposes  for  each  and  every  wire  or  con- 
ductor, and  one  (1)  dollar  per  mile  ov  part  thereof  in  leiigth  of 
conductors  or  wires  for  each  and  every  wire  or  conductor  used 
or  to  be  used  for  telegraphic,  telejihonic  or  other  purposes, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  fii'st  Mou- 
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day  of  May,  1883,  and  annually  thereafter,  in  advance,  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  January.  Failure  to  make  pay- 
ment as  required  within  the  time  herein  specified  shall  subject 
the  offenders  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  day  for  each 
and  every  day  thereafter  until  payment  is  made.  AH  penal- 
ties provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  recovered  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  8.  That  an  annual  license  charge  of  five  (5)  cents  per 
running  foot  on  all  underground  conduits,  tubes  or  pipes  for 
electrical  conductors  not  exceeding  twelve  (12)  inches  in  diam- 
eter, be  made,  and  on  all  other  conduits,  tubes  or  pipes  for  like 
purpose,  exceeding  twelve  (12)  inches  in  diameter,  an  annual 
license  charge  of  ten  (10)  cents  per  running  foot  be  made  pay- 
able to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  same  time  and  under 
the  same  provisions  as  are  provided  in  Section  7,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  charges  for  conductors  and  wires. 

Sect.  0.  That  any  corporation,  firm  or  person  shall,  before 
erecting  or  laying  any  conduits,  tubes,  pipes,  cables,  electrical 
conductors  or  Avires,  give  a  liond  and  warrant  of  attorney,  with 
good  and  sufficient  security  in  real  estate,  to  be  filed  of  record, 
or  Government,  State  or  City  bonds,  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars,  con- 
ditioned, that  they  shall  properly  relay  and  pave  all  openings 
made  by  it  or  them,  and  thereafter  keep  in  repair  the  paving 
over  said  openings,  and  that  they  will  make  return  and  pay 
the  annual  license  charge  for  underground  conduits,  tubes  and 
pipes,  including  all  the  electrical  conductors  and  wires  con- 
tained in  such  conduits,  tvibes,  pipes  or  cables,  as  well  as  the 
annual  license  charge  for  all  overhead  wires,  cables  or  con- 
ductors, as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  will  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  of  all  other  ordinances  now  in 
force  or  hereafter  to  be  passed,  regulating  the  introduction,  use, 
maintenance,  taxation  or  license  charges  of  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, electrical  conduits,  conductors,  wires  or  cables  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  The  said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  and 
filed  with  the  City  Solicitor,  and  a  certificate  of  such  approval 
an<l  filing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  before  he  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  any 
street,  alley,  lane  or  road,  and  the  corporation,  firm  or  person 
shall  also  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dol- 
lars, for  the  publication  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  it  or  them 
to  lay  such  conduit,  tube,  pipe,  conductor,  wire  or  cabje, 
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Sect.  10.  That  if  any  undergrouiul  conduit  company  or 
individual  should  at  any  thne  dispose  of  any  of  the  franchises 
jTranted  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils,  or  consolidate  with  any 
otlier  company,  the  company  so  selling;  or  consolidating-  shall 
forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  sncli  ordinance,  and 
shall  be  liable  to,  and  shall  pay  to,  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  to  be  sued  out 
and  collected  by  the  City  Solicitor ;  the  company  or  indi- 
viduals buying  from  or  consolidating  with  aforesaid  individuals 
or  companies  shall  be  lia1)le  and  shall  ])ay  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  to  l)e 
sued  out  and  collected  as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

Sect.  11.  That  any  corporation,  firm  or  person  erecting  or 
laying  any  conduits,  tubes,  pipes,  cables,  electrical  conductors 
or  wires,  shall  erect  or  lay  such  conduits,  tubes,  pipes,  cables, 
electrical  conductors  or  wires  clear  of  all  other  pipes. 

Sect.  12.  That  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
regulate  the  introduction  and  use  of  underground  conduits, 
electric  cables  and  wires  for  electrical  conductors  in  the  streets 
of  the  City  of  rhiladclphia,  and  to  provide  for  charges  for 
overground  wires,"  approved  June  21,  1882,  as  well  as  all 
other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith, 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed ;  except  so  far  as  any 
penalties  have  been  heretofore  incurred  by  reason  of  non-com- 
pliance by  any  firm,  corporation  or  person  with  the  provision 
of  any  such  ordinance,  for  which  purpose  said  ordinance  shall 
remain  in  force.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  (Jo)iimon  Councih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain.  That  the  Chief  Connnissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  he  Is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
grade  the  following  streets  to  the  established  grade  of  the  city. 
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viz.  :  Hibbcrd  street,  from  Hiuitiii_i;<l()ii  street  to  Oakdale  street, 
in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  (175)  (h)]hi.rs;  Huntingdon  street,  from 
Eleventh  street  to  Twelfth  street,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward, 
at  a.  cost  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  dolhirs  ;  Oakdale 
street,  from  Eleventh  street  to  Twelfth  street,  in  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty 
(250)  dollars  ;  Mervine  street,  from  Huntingdon  street  to  Oak- 
dale  street,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  A\  ard,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred  (200)  dollars  :  Provided,  Tluit  said  streets  shall  be 
first  dedicated  or  properly  opened,  and  that  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty fronting  on  said  streets  shal"!  grade,  curl),  and  pave  their 
side-walks  :  And  further  provided.  That  the  said  grading  shall 
be  advertised  for,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the.  construction  of  a  main  intercepting  sewer, 
from  Fairmount  to  Manayunk. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  (Mty 
of  Pliiladclplda  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts from  time  to  time,  as  appropriations  are  made  for  that 
purpose,  with  competent  mechanics  for  the  construction,  in 
sections,  of  a  main  sewer  along  or  near  the  east  bank  of  the 
Schuylkill  river,  from  Fairmount  to  Manayunk,  with  such 
chambers,  reservoirs,  connections,  and  branches  for  flushing,  as 
may  be  recpiired. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said  sewer, 
and  the  contracts  entered  into  for  the  construction  thereof  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications.  That  por- 
tion of  said  sewer  from  Fairmount  to  falls  of  Schuylkill  shall 
be  four  and  a-half  (4J)  feet  in  diameter,  and  circular,  with 
grade  not  less  than  two  (2)  feet  ])er  mile ;  and  from  falls  of 
Schuylkill  to  Wissahickon  creek,  four  (4)  feet  in  diameter,  with 
10 
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grade  not  less  than  two  and  ;i-lialf'  (2i)  feet  |)er  mile.  The 
general  elevation  of  said  sewer  to  he  iit  the  niaxiniini  height, 
which  will  admit  of  it  passing  under  the  canal  near  Cedar 
street,  Manayunk.  From  the  locks  at  Cedar  street,  to  Lever- 
ington  avenue,  where  no  street  exists  on  the  west  side  of  the 
canal,  the  sewer  shall  be  located  contiguous  to  the  towing-path 
as  far  as  practicable. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contracts,  the 
Chief  Connnissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause  advertisements 
to  be  made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  sec- 
tions of  said  sewer,  and  no  contracts  therefor  shall  be  binding 
on  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
authorized  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  said  sewer 
shall  be  considered  bv  the  said  Chief  Connnissioner  of  High- 
ways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing  from 
two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  guaranteeing  the  faithful  execu- 
tion of  the  contract,  in  case  such  proposal  be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  payment  may  be  made  wdiile  the  work  of  con- 
structing the  sewer  is  in  progress,  warrants  may  be  drawn  by 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
charged  to  Item  2  of  appropriation  June  21,  1882,  out  of  sur- 
plus in  the  treasury,  and  thereafter  charged  to  the  appropri. 
ations  made  therefor  from  time  to  time,  said  payments  in  all 
cases  to  be  made  upon  certificates  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  estimating  the  amount  of  work  done :  Provided, 
That  no  assessments  shall  be  made  against  the  pro])erties  on 
the  line  of  said  sewer,  and  that  for  all  current  estimates  no 
payments  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously 
earned  under  said  contracts. 

Sect.  (i.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnishe<l  by  the  con- 
tractor to  the  Chief  Connnissioner  of  IIighwa.ys,  that  full  pay- 
ment has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  material  furnished, 
previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the  final  estimate  of  any 
work  done  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  shall  re([uire  full  and  entire  })aynient  by 
the  contractors,  of  all  labor  and  materials  on  account  of  such 
work  ;  and  the  said  Commissioner  shall  give  one  month  s  notice 
in  two  daily  newspapers  of  the  time  at  which  final  payment 
Avill  be  made  on  each  and  every  final  estimate. 

Sect.  7.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  ap})oint 
iiu  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work,  with  a  rodnian  and  axeman, 
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at  a  cost  not  cxfeediiiir  two  liiiinlre(l  rtiid  tAventy-five  (225)  dol- 
lars ])vr  mouth  ;  and  an  inspector  on  cacli  section  of"  server 
under  contract,  at  the  compensation  of  one  hundred  (100)  dol- 
lars per  month  each,  to  be  charged  to  appropriations  made  for 
the  construction  of  said  sewer. 

Sect.  8.  The  Department  of  Surveys  is  hereby  authorized 
to  revise  the  grade  of  such  portions  of  Main  street,  betAveen 
Wissahickon  creek  and  Cedar  street,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  construction  of  said  sewer. 

Sect.  0.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  sewer,  or  when  any 
part  thereof  is  ready  for  use,  every  property  along  the  line  or 
accessible  to  said  server,  from  which  imjjure,  noxious,  or  ob- 
jectionable matter  is  discharged  into  the  river  Schuylkdl,  shall 
be  inunediately  connected  with  the  sewer,  under  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Surveys,  so  as  to  divert  all  such 
matter  from  the  river  into  said  sewer  :  and  every  person  neglect- 
ing to  make  such  connection,  or  who  permits  any  discharge 
into  the  river,  in  violation  of  section  1  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  February  7,  18o2,  shall  pay  such  fines  and  penalties  as  are 
therein  provided. 

Sect.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  to  proceed  to  collect  said 
fines  and  penalties,  within  three  months  after  notification  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  tliat  such  objectionable  dis- 
charge exists.

To  regulate  the  security  to  be  given  by  contractors  with   the 

city. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Co77unon  Coimcils  of  the  ('it// 
<f  /Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  all  contracts  which  re- 
((iiire  that  the  work  thereby  contracted  to  be  done  shall  be 
ke]it  in  repair  for  a  time  after  the  completion  thereof,  there 
shall  be  inserted  a  provision  that  after  the  work  shall  be  com- 
pleted to  the  satisfaction  of  the  head  of  the  department  having 
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supervision  thereof,  and  of  the  Councils  couuuittee  having 
supervision  of  such  department,  then  the  contractor  shall  have 
the  right  to  make  deposit  of  a  sum  of  money  e<iual  to  one-tenth 
of  his  contract  ])rice,  which  sum  of  nu)ney,  so  deposited,  shall 
be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  security  given  by  him  upon  entering 
into  his  contract,  in  so  far  as  the  same  related  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  his  duty  to  keep  his  work  in  repair. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  sum  of  money  shall  be  deposited  at  the 
cost,  charge,  and  risk  of  the  contractor,  with  such  l)ank  Or 
trust  company  as  the  said  contractor  and  the  said  head  of  de- 
partment shall  agree  upon,  and  upon  the  following  trust : 

1.  That  the  money  shall  be  invested  in  City,  State,  or  United 
States  loan,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  the  contractor  until  he 
shall  make  default  in  his  duty  to  repair. 

2.  That  if,  in  the  ojiinion  of  the  head  of  department  having 
supervision  of  the  Avork,  the  contractor  has  made  such  default, 
and  refuses  or  neglects,  for  three  days  after  notice  from  such 
head  of  department,  to  make  the  repairs  re(iuired  of  liim,  then 
the  head  of  department  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  re- 
pairs at  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  contractor,  and  such  bank 
or  trust  company  shall  honor  the  drafts  of  such  head  of  depart- 
ment upon  the  deposit  made,  in  payment  of  such  cost  and 
expense. 

3.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  during  which  the  con- 
tractor agreed  to  keep  his  work  in  repair,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  bank  or  trust  company  his  said  deposit,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  shall  not  have  been  expended  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  in  com])elling  the  per- 
formance of  his  contract.

Board  of  Underwriters,  or  any 
other  person  or  persons,  to  tear  down  and  remove  any  Avail  or 
walls,  after  a  fire  has  occurred  in  any  building  or  buildings, 
when,  in  their  judguicnt,  they  deem  the  Avail  or  Avails  to  be  in 
a  dangerous  and  unsafe  condition,  so  as  to  threaten  injury  to 
passers-by.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  appoint  tAvo  competent  per- 
sons, either  bricklayers  or  plumbers,  to  supervise,  control,  and 
inspect  the  building  of  all  seAver  connections,  and  to  carefulh^ 
Avatch  during  the  progress  of  such  Avork  that  the  same  is  done 
in  full,  exact,  and  strict  conformity  Avith  the  ordinances  of 
Councils  noAV  in  force,  and  that  may  be  hereafter  enacted,  and 
also,  in  full,  exact,  and  strict  conformity  Avith  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Survey  Department,  and  with  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  Chief  Engineer  and  SurAeyor  may  pre- 
pare and  issue ;  and  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  in  refer- 
ence to  the  building  and  inspection  of  seAver  connections  as  he 
deems  proper,  and  that  are  not  inconsistent  Avith  any  ordi- 
nance of  Councils. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  inspector  of  seAver  connections  shall 
have  full  and  complete  authority  to  supervise  and  control  the 
building  of  all  seAver  connections  ;  he  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  a  month,  and  he  shall  be  recjuiretl 
in  addition  to  the  duties  set  forth  in  the  preceding  section,  to 
make  daily  records  of  all  sewer  connections  insj^ected  by  him, 
and  shall  make  monthly  returns  thereof  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  under  oath,  describing  all  the  scAver  connec- 
tions made  during  the  month,  and  shall  didy  affirm  or  sAvear 
that  the  same  were  made  in  his  presence  or  under  his  inspec- 
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tion  and  personal  knowledge ;  that  they  are  in  full,  strict,  and 
exact  conformity  with  all  laws,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions applicable  thereto  ;  and  the  said  sworn  return  and  affi- 
davit shall  be  filed  in  the  Survey  Department,  and  remain 
among  its  records,  for  the  use  of  the  city  and  the  public. 

Sect.  3.  That  no  sewer  connections  shall  be  made  or  built 
except  under  the  supervision,  control,  and  approval  of  said 
inspector  of  sewer  connections  ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  attempt  to  make  or  make  any  sewer  connections  in  vio- 
lation of  this  or  any  other  ordinance,  and  without  the  super- 
vision, control,  and  approval  of  such  inspector  of  sewer  con- 
nections, he  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  4.  That  one  dollar  shall  be  paid  by  each  owner  or 
lessee  of  premises  to  the  Survey  Department  on  obtaining  a 
license  for  a  sewer  connection  in  addition  to  the  sum  required 
by  section  first  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sect.  o.  That  section  second  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement,  as  far  as  the  same  refers  to  the  appointment 
of  one  person  in  each  Survey  District  to  make  the  sewer  con- 
nections, is  hereby  repealed.

along  Merrick  street  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  station, 
corner  of  Filbert  street ;  and  along  Fourth  street,  south  of 
Chestnut  street,  to  the  office  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  :  and  also,  along  Eighth  street,  from  Chestnut  street 
to  Walnut  street ;  thence  along  Walnut  street,  to  west  Wash- 
ington S([uare ;  thence  along  west  Washington  scjuare,  to  the 
office  of  the  American  District  Telegraph  Company  ;  also, 
along  Delaware  avenue,  between  Dock  street  and  Washington 
avenue;  and  also,  along  Ninth  street,  between  Chestnut  street 
and  Fairmount  avenue.

Metropolitan  Underground  Telegra])hic  and  Telephonic  and 
Electric  Light  Cable  Company  any  exclusive  right,  or  to  pre- 
vent the  grant  of  similar  privileges  to  otlier  individuals  or  com- 
panies on  the  streets  herein  named.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Department  to 
furnish  each  Police  District,  imme(liately  after  the  ])assage  of 
this  ordinance,  with  at  least  ten  red  lanterns,  with  suitable 
poles  and  necessary  hooks  or  fastenings,  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance.

teen hundred  and  seventy-nine,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  thousand  seven  liundred  and  seventeen  (238,717) 
dollars  and  twenty-three  (23)  cents,  against  Delos  P.  South- 
wortli, who  was  City  Treasurer  during  said  years ;  and  also, 
an  account,  showing  a  balance  of  taxes  due  on  the  same  loans 
for  the  years  eighteen  hundre<l  and  eighty  and  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six  (!lJ63,806)  dollar^  and 
ninety-four  (94)  cents,  against  Joseph  J.  Martin,  who  was  City 
Treasurer  during  said  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  and 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one.

Section  1.  TJie  Select  and  Common  (Jounc/lK  of  the  (Jity 
of  Plnhuiclpltia  do  ordain.  That  each  of  snid  appellants,  viz.: 
the  said  Southworth  and  the  said  Martin,  together  Avith  his 
sureties  upon  his  bond,  filed  in  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Dauphin  county,  be  indemnified  from  any  and  all  loss  aiul 
damage  from  said  settlement,  or  any  judgment  which  may  be 
entered  thereon  by  said  court  \\\w\\  said  bond.  And  that  to 
this  end,  and  for  this  purpose,  the  mayor  of  said  city  is  author- 
ized and  instructed  to  execute  and  deliver  at  once  to  the  said 
Southworth  and  his  said  sureties,  and  to  the  said  Martin  and 
his  sureties,  bonds  of  indemnity,  equal  in  amount  to  the  bonds 
aforesaid,  given  by  them  in  said  appeals.

ment for  the  streets  of  large  cities,  due  regard  being  had  to  its 
healthfulness,  economy,  smoothness,  durability  and  drainage, 
and  that  from  said  six  names,  of  two  to  be  selected  by  each 
of  the  above  bodies,  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  is,  hereby 
requested  to  select  one  from  each  body,  and  to  constitute  the 
three  so  chosen  a  Board  of  Experts. 

Sec.  2.  The  duty  of  this  board  shall  be  to  point  out  to 
Councils  the  defects  of  the  present  system  of  paving  the  streets 
of  Philadelphia,  and,  in  comparison  with  the  advantages  of 
the  Belgian  block  system,  to  make  a  thorough  and  exhaustive 
report  of  the  most  durable  and  best  pavement  that  can  be 
devised  by  them  for  said  streets,  particular  regard  being  had 
to  its  healthfulness,  economy,  smoothness,  durability  and 
drainage,  and  estimating  the  probable  cost  of  a  better  system.  ■ 
Sec.  3.  The  compensation  of  each  of  the  said  engineers 
is  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  inclusive  of  all  individual 
expenses. 
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Warrants  to  be  drawn  on  item  3  of  ordinance  of  June  21, 
1882,  for  the  repaying  streets  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other 
improved  pavement.

That  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  May  8, 1 876,  which  is  in  the  folloAving  words, 
"  that  the  Passenger  Railways  in  any  and  all  cities  of  tlie  first 
class  of  this  Commonwealth,  may  use  other  than  animal  power 
in  the  carriage  of  passengers  in  their  cars,  whenever  author- 
ized so  to  do  by  the  Councils  of  such  city,  and  the  limitations 
contained  in  any  of  the  charters  of  passenger  railway  com- 
panies restricting  them  to  the  use  of  horse  power,  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  repealed:  Provided  fwtlier.  That  the  Councils 
of  such  city  shall  not  exercise  any  of  the  powers  conferred  by 
this  Act,  except  such  railway  company  shall  reduce  their  fares 
to  five  cents  for  a  single  ride  on  said  railway,"  the  West  Phila- 
delphia Passenger  Railway  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to 
dispense  with  animal  power  on  any  portion  of  their  road,  and  to 
substitute  therefor  a  Cable  motor :  Provided,  That  the  plan  of 
construction  of  said  cable  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
and  the  Chief  Engineer  for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water. 

Sect.  2.  That  said  authority  conferred  by  the  first  section 
hereof  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the  said  West  Phila- 
delphia Passenger  Railway  Comj)any  shall  reduce  the  fare  to 
five  cents  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  length  of 
said  railway :  Provided,  That  before  availing  themselves  of  the 
privilege  granted  by  this  ordinance,  the  said  West  Philadelphia 
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Passenger  Railway  Company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  advertising  of  this  ordi- 
nance.

to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting 
on  said  street  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract 
price.

"  Over  every  stop-cock  hereafter  placed  either  within  the 
limits  of  any  footway  or  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  specified, 
there  shall  be  left  an  opening  of  at  least  three  inches  square, 
which  shall  be  walled  up  with  brick  or  stone  and  securely  cov- 
ered with  an  iron  box  and  an  iron  top  or  covering  of  pattern, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  for 
Supplying  the  City  with  Water,  which  shall  be  stamped  or 
cast  with  the  letter  'W',  in  such  manner  as  that  the  situation 
of  the  said  stop-cock  may  be  readily  distinguised,  which  cov- 
ering, if  placed  in  any  public  street  or  alley  shall  be  even  with 
the  surrounding  pavement.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  De- 
partment for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water,  is  hereby  directed 
and  authorized,  as  it  shall  appear  that  stop  boxes  have  been 
covered  with  brick,  to  notify  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty on  which  said  stop  boxes  have  been  covered  with  brick, 
to  replace  said  brick  with  the  iron  box  and  covering  liere1)y 
authorized,  Avithin  thirty  days  •after  said  notice,  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises

Section  1.  Tlte  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  all  parties  opening  the  streets  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  connections  with  the  sewers,  gas  or 
water-pipes,  or  for  laying  gas  or  water-pipes,  sewers,  drains, 
conduits,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  shall  immediately,  upon  the 
completion  of  the  work,  have  the  opening  or  trench  filled  and 
thoroughly  compacted  by  ramming  in  horizontal  layers,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  foot  in  thickness,  and  if  the  street  be  paved  or  ma- 
cadamized, at  once  repaved  or  remacadamized,  using  the  reijui- 
site  kind  and  amount  of  material  therefor.  And  within  sixty 
days  from  the  completion  of  said  work,  except  when  prevented 
by  frost,  shall,  when  necessary,  repave  or  remacadamize  a  second 
time  to  city  grade.  In  all  cases  where  the  parties  making  such 
excavations  are  not  required  to  keep  said  repaving  in  good 
order  after  the  completion  of  the  work,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
the  Department  of  Ilighways  shall  do  said  second  repaving  at 
the  expense  of  the  city.  All  the  above  work  to  be  done  to  the* 
satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  subject  themselves  to  a  penalty  of  ten  (10) 
dollars,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  doing  the  work  over,  and  in 
the  manner  above  prescribed;  said  penalty  and  cost  to  be  col-. 
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lected  as  like  penalties  arc  now  ])y  law  recoverable.  ^Vll  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  re})ealcd.

18<S4,  sever  tlie  connection  with  tlie  sewer,  and  sliall  provide 
other  places  for  tlie  <liscliiirge  of  the  steam,  and  any  person 
continuing  to  discharge  steam  into  any  sewer  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  1884,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
for  each  month  of  its  continuance,  to  be  recovered  as  provided 
by  law. 

Sect.  8.  No  blow-oft"  or  discharge  of  boiling  water  from 
steam  boilers  shall,  after  January  1,  1884,  be  made  direct  into 
any  city  sewer  without  the  intervention  of  a  cooling  tank  of 
sufficient  dimensions  to  hold  the  dischai'ge  from  such  blow-oft', 
wherein  the  water  shall  be  retained  for  cooling,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  foi'cible  escape  of  hot  water  under  pressure  into  the 
sewers,  and  any  person  Avho  does  not  after  January  1,  1884, 
provide  such  cooling  tank,  or  shall  blow-oft'  directly  into  any 
pul)lic  seAver,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for 
each  month  of  its  continuance,  to  be  recovered  as  provide<l  bv 
law.

conductors,  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadel])hia,  and  to

Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  Fire  and  Water  Departments, 
respectively.  Board  of  Health,  Coroner,  Sheriff,  (niai'dians  of 
the  Poor,  Department  of  Gas,  and  Clerk  of  Quarter  Sessions, 
free  of  charge.  And  that  on  default,  to  be  determined  and 
decided  by  the  City  Solicitor,  to  keep  up  and  maintain  such 
service  free  of  charge,  the  privileges  herein  granted  shall  cease 
and  determine.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1884. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes 
are  hereby  authorized,  and  required  forthwith,  to  levy  on  the 
taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assessment 
made  in  the  year  1883  (except  such  as  are  marked  ''  agricul- 
tural and  farm  lands"  and  "rural  or  suburban"),  a  tax  of 
one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dol- 
lars, on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1884,  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3,  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt, 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 
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Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  city  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
cents. 

Item  13.  For  .the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.  And  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to 
further  direction  by  ordinance.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills, 
the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  land"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
''rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth 
section  of  the  act  of  February  2,  1851.

Kensington  and  Frankford  avenues,  and  to  the  sum  of  tliirty-

dollars  appropriated  thereby,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby

thereto :  Provided,  That  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  any 
private  properties,  to  which  attachments  are  made,  be  first  had 
and  obtained. 

Sect.  2.  That  before  availing  itself  of  the  privilege  of  the 
ordinance,  the  said  Baxter  Overland  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  shall  give  a  bond  and  warrant  of 
attorney  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  with  ap- 
proved security  (which  warrant  of  attorney  shall  be  filed  of 
record  and  a  judgment  entered  thereon),  conditioned. 

First.  That  in  the  event  of  its  going  out  of  existence  by  mer- 
ger, or  by  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  its  charter,  it  will  remove 
the  wires  run  by  it,  and  further  that  it  will  not  sell  the  rights 
hereby  granted  to  any  other  corporation. 
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Second.  That  the  said  company  shall  comply  Avith  all  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  regulating  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  taxation,  and  license  charges  for  over- 
head and  underground  wires,  or  in  any  manner  controlling 
telephone  or  telegraph  companies  in  the  use  of  the  streets  for 
telephone  or  telegraph  purposes,  which  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be.  enacted,  as  well  as  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. And  the  ordinance  approved  March  30, 1883,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  introduction  and  use  of  vinder- 
ground  conduits,  Avires,  and  cables  for  electrical  conductors  in 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  provide  for 
charges  for  underground,  overground, -or  overhead  wires,"  and 
to  repeal  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the 
introduction  and  use  of  underground  conduits,  electrical  cables, 
and  wires  for  electrical  conductors  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and-  to  provide  for  charges  for  overground 
wires,"  approved  June  21,  1882. 

Sect.  3.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall,  at  any  time  be 
so  construed  as  to  allow,  grant,  or  permit  the  said  Baxter 
Overland  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Philadelphia, 
to  set  up,  construct,  erect  or  maintain  poles  in  any  of  the  streets 
of  Philadelphia ;  And  jyrovided,  That  the  said  company  shall  not 
have  power  to  exercise  any  of  the  privileges  herein  granted, 
until  it  shall  have  filed  an  agreement  with  the  City  Solicitor 
and  approved  by  him,  wherein  said  company  shall  agree  to 
maintain  telephones  duly  connected,  free  of  charge,  in  the 
following  public  offices,  viz. :  The  Supreme  Court,  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas  and  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  the  Orphans' 
Court,  the  Office  of  Prothonotary  of  the  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas,  Register  of  Wills,  office  of  Mayor,  Council  Chambers 
and  their  Clerks'  offices,  City  Treasurer,  City  Solicitor,  High- 
way Department,  Board  of  Education,  City  Commissioners, 
District  Attorney,  Survey  Department,  Receiver  of  Taxes, 
Recorder  of  Deeds,  Chief  of  Police,  City  Controller,  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes,  Fire  and  Water  Departments,  respectively, 
Board  of  Health,  Coroner,  Sheriff,  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
Department  of  Gas,  Clerk  of  Quarter  Sessions,  Police  and  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph,  Markets  and  City  Property,  free  of  charge. 
And  that  on  default,  to  be  determined  and  decided  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  to  keep  up  and  maintain  such  service,  free  of  charge, 
the  privileges  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  determine:"

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provided  further,  That  the  privileges  herein  granted  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time,  by  the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordinance 
to  that  effect.

Provided,  That  all  contracts  for  grading  streets  shall  con- 
tain a  clause  requiring  the  same  to  be  completed  within  a 
period  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  all  contracts  not  so  com- 
pleted shall  be  void:  And  furtlier provided,  That  all  bills  for 
paving  intersections  of  streets,  or  any  other  work  ordered  by 
Councils  and  chargeable  to  either  of  the  foregoing  items,  shall 
state  the  locality  and  under  what  ordinance  or  resolution  said 
work  Avas  done,  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by  the  City  Con- 
troller unless  accompanied  by  such  statement:  And  provided, 
also,  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall,  and  hereby 
has  authority  to  re([uire  such  security  in  excess  of  the  amount 
already  re(|uired  by  ordinance  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  proper  protection  of  the  city :  Provided,  That  the  balances 
remaining  to  the  credit  of  certain  contracts  charged  against 
the  annual  appropriation  for  the  year  1883 ;  and  also,  the  bal- 
ance of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  for  repairs  to  South 
street  bridge,  in  Item  7  of  said  appropriation,  shall  not  merge :
